DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed on 4/14/2008 has been received and fully considered. 

2. Claims 1 1, 22, and 33 are cancelled; and claims 1-10, 12-21, 23-32, and 34-35 are 
presented for examination. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The apphcation is amended as follow: 

Claims 34 and 35 are cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-10, 12-21, 23-32 are allowed. 

4.0 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. 1 While Zhang et al. teaches a method for dissecting a layout that includes, 
receiving a layout, generating a segmentation, and Pierrat et al. teaches technique for fabricating 
a device including performing simulation on the layout to generate 2D, gradient, and generate 

corrected layout used to generate a mask for an IC; and Liebchen teaches method for fast aerial 
image simulation, neither of these references taken either alone or in combination with the prior 
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art of record disclose a method for dissecting a layout that includes calibrating the association 
between gradients and segment lengths by: 

modeling an intensity gradient across a test pattern; identifying target regions in the test 
pattern that have a large amount of correction shift variation; mapping intensity gradients to the 
target regions; associating segment lengths with the target regions; and producing an association 
between intensity gradients and segment lengths in the target regions, whereby the association is 
subsequently used in generating the segmentation for the layout, as claimed in the instant 
invention, in combination with the remaining elements and features of the instant invention, it is 
for these reasons that the applicant's invention defines over the prior art of record.
